The Edmonton Pride Festival,

Although Canadian society is 
slowly learning tolerance — 
allowing some to openly and com- 
fortably express their homosexu- 
ality — many still live with the 
threat of bigotry and misunder- 
standing, the consequences of 
which range from frustrating to 
grave. 

But many gay men and lesbians 
may be neglecting a potent mode 
of expression, one they can access 
through their wallets. 

Lawyer Bill Faulkner is the pres- 
ident of the Edmonton Rainbow 
Business Association, a group 
comprising three dozen gay- and 
lesbian-friendly businesses that 
have united to network and pro- 
mote their services. He says that 
most people don’t realize the 
impact of the “gay dollar.” “I 
think that there’s a woeful igno- 
rance out there. There’s a woeful 
ignorance even among our own 
gay and lesbian community about 
what the strength of that dollar 
is.” 

Quantifying that strength is a bit 
difficult, however. “It’s a bittike 
putting a dollar value on a visitor 
to conventions in Edmonton,” —_- 
Faulkner suggests. “Much is made 
of all the wonderful things that 
come from visitors to our city, but 
what price tag do we put on 
that?” ”

Some have already got the mes- 
sage. ERBA’s membership com- 
prises a wide variety of retail and 
service businesses, but not all of 
them are gay- or lesbian-owned, 
Faulkner points out. “We have 
travel agencies, for example, that 
are owned by straight people that 
do a lot of business with the gay 
and lesbian community, recognize 
the value of the gay and lesbian 
dollar and have joined the organi- 
zation to network and create some 
marketing opportunities.” 

Faulkner wishes that more peo- 
ple would let their money do the 


‘talking. “That's one of the reasons 


why ERBA exists, to try and get 
people in the gay and lesbian 
community to support businesses 
within the community. It seems to 
be a struggle. It suggests, maybe, 
that gay and lesbian consumers 
are no different from straight con- 
sumers.

Ravers fight back 
for right to dance 


Another campaign to save rave 
culture in Edmonton will be 
kicked off this weekend. The 
Edmonton Right to Dance coali- 
tion is expected to hold a press 
conference on June 15 to announce 
plans for a massive rally in protest 
of city council's plans to shut 
down after-hours clubs 

The site of the rally, scheduled 
for Sunday, June 24, has yet to be 
decided, but it’s likely to be on the 
steps of City Hall. Rob Clark, co- 
owner of F Foosh and one of the 
coalition’s founders, said ravers 
will be urged to attend, but at the 
same time cautioned that in order 
to be effective, the rally must be 
exceedingly orderly and peaceful. 

On June 26, city council will 
vote on a proposed rave bylaw, 
which critics say would be a death 
sentence for legitimate rave cul- 
ture if passed. They warn that just 
like 10 years ago, when the rave 
scene first began developing, 
underground after-hours parties 
will be held in secret locations, 
with no way to regulate them or 
ensure anyone's safety. 

The proposed new rules would 
bar anyone under the age of 18 
after midnight and force a total 
shutdown by 3 a.m. That, say crit- 
ics, would mean the end of after- 
hours clubs. 

“If they’re closed by three, 
they’ re not after-hours any more, 
are they?” pointed out Oliver 
Friedmann, owner of Therapy, 
one of the city’s most popular 
after-hours clubs. ‘ ‘People who 
want to go to these things will just 
go somewhere else, where there 
won't be any building codes or 
safety regulations.” 

Presently, after-hours clubs are 
able to stay open all night because 
no alcohol is served. Regular bar 
and nightclub hours are limited 
because of liquor laws. 

What has coalition members

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most outraged, however, is that 
they had worked for months with 
the city on developing a strict, but 
workable, bylaw. But last week, 
city council’s executive committee 
took their proposals and arbitrari- 
ly added several more restrictions 
that the coalition fears will make 
legal after-hours clubs impossible 
to operate. 

Because there’s no revenue from 
alcohol sales, cover charges are 
usually in the $30 - $40 range. 
Friedmann said ravers are willing 
to pay that amount because the 
party lasts all night. No one will 
pay a cover like that if they must 
leave at 3 a.m.

When tourists start asking 
about nightJife, there’s a good 
chance they'll be directed to areas 
such as Old’Strathconaa. “It’s just 
one of those things I don’t think 
anyone is prepared for,” she said. 

Several American cities have 
closed popular shopping districts 
to traffic and opened the entire 
street to pedestrians. It’s common 
in Europe. 

“It would be a nice thing to do 
for the entire summer,” Lowe 
mused before adding, “we know 
that’s not likely to happen. But we 
think it’s important for the 12 
days the World’s are on.”

BLUES EVERY DAY 
It is, however, the daily stream of 
calls from artists, disc distributors, 
other labels, artist managers, and 
producers that keeps the man occu- 
pied from the time he sits down at 
his desk most weekday mornings. 
These days, Petersen has a staff 
of three full-time employees, and 
his long-time business partner 
Alvin Jahns has taken a much 
more active and visible role in 
the company over the past 
few years. Stony Plain 
Records has amassed a deep 
catalogue of blues, country, 
traditional and contemporary 
folk and roots-rock artists. 
The cream of the crop are 
well represented on the 
recently released 25th 
anniversary set, a double-disc 
effort comprising 41 tracks. 


“For the 
first 


10 years Stony Plain was a very 
small operation. It was run out of 
one room in my house, and the 
kitchen, and sometimes we could 
afford part-time help or would get a 
student on an arts placement. Of 
course Alvin would be there to do 
the books at some point,” says 
Petersen of the early days whet he 
worked closely with American blue- 
grass band the Dillards, local coun- 
try-folk singer Paul Hann and a 
Winnipeg rock band called 
Crowcus. 


THE BOOM YEARS 

By the late ‘70s he was also licens- 
ing and distributing some superior 
discs from the Chicago-based Flying 
Fish label. In a business that is all 
about cultivating relationships, 
Petersen then built bridges to other 
American indie labels. 

In the early ‘80s he snapped up 
releases by young rising talents like 
Ricky Skaggs and Robert Cray, plus 
established artistic heavyweights, 
one being former Byrd and Burrito 
Brother Chris Hillman. Stony Plain 
continued to work with Canadian 
artists such as Diamond Joe White, a 
young Spirit of the West and Roy 
Forbes. The profile of the label 
jumped up a couple of notches over 
that period, reflected in a week-long 
10th anniversary party held in 
downtown Toronto in ‘86. 
Performances by bluesman Johnny 
Copeland, Prairie Oyster (which 
issued it’s first disc on Stony Plain), 
the Tony Rice Unit, the Dixie Flyers, 
Sylvia Tyson and the new amalga- 
mation of Doug Sahm, Gene Taylor 
and Amos Garrett helped serve 
notice to the nation’s music hub that 
the label was both real and unique. 
While that celebration was in full 
flight, lan Tyson was in a Calgary 
studio laying down the tracks 
for what would become his 
biggest-selling, critically- 
acclaimed masterpiece.

Chris Smith lets Another Picture do the talking

L. Self-Effacement were a country 
Chris Smith’s face would be on its 
currency. The Edmonton singer- 
songwriter-guitarist has been mak- 
ing his mark on the local music 
scene for the better part of a decade, 
but when you ask him to talk about 
his musical accomplishments, he 
steers the conversation to all the fine 
local talent he’s worked with. 

Jr. Gone Wild, the Piemyn, Luann 
Kowalek Band, Uisce Beatha and 
Painting Daisies have all benefited 
from Smith’s musicianship. As well, 
he namechecks Terry Morrison, 
Shannon Johnson, Cory Danyluk, 
Shuyler Jansen, Brian Toogood, Neil 
McDonald, Scott Wicken, 
Hookahman, Pal Joey, Old Reliable 
and Twang! as other musicians w ith 
whom he’s collaborated. 

“There's so many great opportuni- 
ties to play with so many great 
bands,” Smith enthuses, “and I've 
played with a lot of them, and it’s 
been great, and I wish I could clone 
myself, so I could do all those things. 
Cuz it’s all fun.” 

Fun for Smith these days takes the 
form of the Almost Leather Band, a 
group you'd be tempted to call 
“super” if Smith’s genuine humility 
didn’t discourage superlatives.

“The dialogue is really strong,” 
Smith says of the line-up. 
“Everybody ’s really fluent, so the 
ideas come quick, and they're really 
strong ideas. It’s nice to work with 
people who are that intimate w ith 
their ideas and their instrument.” 

Smith was so pleased with this 
configuration of the band, he cor- 
raled them all into Riverdale 
Recorders, cut an album, called it 
Another Picture, and will release it on 
Friday, June 15 at the Roxy Theatre. 

All this talk of collaboration 
obscures the fact that Smith wrote all 
the songs on Another Picture, and it’s 
his acoustic guitar-playing that helps 
impart an irresistible bounce to the 
uptempo numbers, while gently 
supporting his vocals on quieter 
numbers like Eden.

“Everybody who knows me and 
knows what I’m up to will know I’m 
in this band. As much as I enjoy per- 
forming solo ... it’s always nice to 
look across at somebody, and you're 
enjoying the musical moment 
together.” 

Besides, Smith says, it’s the inter- 
action of this particular set of musI- 
cians that makes all this music work. 
His confidence in his collaborators, 
and their ability to be tight and 
loose at the same time, fuels the 
excitement of the music and gives 
everyone a chance to stretch a little. 

“Like-minded chaos,” Smith rec- 
ommends. “Just join the madness. 
No one’s going to match your musi- 
cal thoughts and ideas exactly, but 
that’s all for the better. Let it be 
chaos.

Richler, are broadly defined. “It’s 
spoken, written and wired, so it’s 
also about hip hop and the popu- 
lar lyric, it’s about political 
speechwriting and the state of 
websites. It’s a licence to talk 
about everything.

A step backward 


Ivan Reitman self-cannibalizes for a 
weak Ghostbusters wannabe

U... who you gonna call? 

Not Agent Mulder, if that's all 
right with you. Because Ivan 
Reitman is director and Evolution 
is a team-based, world-saving spe- 
cial effects comedy, how can we 
do anything but think of 
Ghostbusters? 

Perhaps alongside the South 
Park film, Ghostbusters was the 
funniest action movie ever made, 
its charm decades ahead of its 
time. In fact, it’s pretty much 
never been beat. Let’s paste 
Evolution to the reject pile and 
hand me a match, will you? 

Like Men in Black, a funnier, 
more original film than this, 
Evolution deals with the fact that 
we're not alone in the universe, 
with an opening sequence involv- 
ing dumb people and a meteor... 
just like The Thing, now that we’re 
into it. And John Carpenter's hor- 
ror movie not only had soooo 
much more tension than this visu- 
al pudding, never mind a produc- 
tion design that puts Evolution to 
shame, it also sure as hell never 
climaxed inside a giant, dripping 
anus as this film does. Literally. 
But let’s quit talking about other 
movies. 

Even ina vacuum, Evolution 
barely develops into a multi-celled 
organism. The meteor crashes and 
a pair of juvenile, sex-hungry uni- 
versity geology profs (sound

Separating sex and love 


Why do happily-married men pay to lay? 


My. it’s easier for women to 
get laid than men. Maybe men can 
separate sex and love more easily 
than women. Maybe women still 
don’t believe that enjoying sex just 
for the sake of it doesn’t make you 
a bad person. Maybe it’s biologi 
cal, as one guy explained to me 
“Men are more aggressive about 
sex,” he said: “Just look at the 
cruising that goes on in gay bars 
versus lesbian bars.” 

The reasons men pay for sex in 
this society — whether from a 
prostitute, a stripper ora lap 
dancer — are varied and complex 
Or, maybe in some cases, it’s as 
simple as “because it’s there.” 
After all, men willing to pay for it 
and women happy to oblige is one 
of the oldest systems alive 
Through good times, bad times 
wartime, police crackdowns and 
despite (or perhaps thanks to) the 
Moral Majority and family values, 
guys keep coming back for more 

For all the many questions and 
just as many answers out there 
right now about why so many 
young women are taking to the 
streets to earn a living, few are 
addressing the question of why 
mien pay for sex. I wanted to 
know why. And some of you told 
me 

“I have paid for sex for 40 years 
now. When I was single, I only 
paid occasionally. [...] 1 have been 
happily married for 30 years now 
and still enjoy paid sex,” one read- 
er wrote in response to my ques- 

tion about why men pay for sex 

I enjoy the pure pleasure of 
receiving the sexual attention, of 
pure sexual gratification. I look 
forward to a young woman 
undressing and having sex just for 
the animal pleasure of fucking 
...Girls have asked me if I felt I 
was cheating on my wife. My 
reply is NO! I have not the time, 
energy or money for a mistress 
nor the inclination for a commit 
ment with a young woman — 
what I want is sex. I pay for sex 
but do not play golf or other 
money-intensive sports. This also 
replaces a night out with the 
boys.” 

“I believe it is primarily a power 
trip. You buy an hour (or two) of 
time from a hooker. She is yours 
for that hour. She will do anything 
(almost) you ask of her. [...] Doing 
it with a hooker means that there 
are no strings attached. It does not 
require an emotional commit- 
ment. You do not have to wine, 
dine and generally try to win her 
over. (The wining and dining 
route is no guarantee of getting 
laid, either.) You visit a hooker, 
you pay your money, you get 
your rocks off. Period. [...] 
Another reason a guy will go toa 
topless joint is the fact that he is 
lonely. He just wants to talk to a 
pretty lady. And he will pay for 
the privilege. I have often seen 
dancers spend a good part of an 
afternoon at one’s guy table, just 
talking to him. (A sort of role 
playing with the dancer playing 
psychologist, mother or just a 
female figure with a sympathetic 
ear.) The guy will pay her to listen 
to him. On a per-song basis. (Let’s 
see: around 15 songs an hour, 
times six, $7 per song.) Lucrative 


work if you can get it.” 





prostitution were not so W rapped 
up in criminality, exploitation, the 
last resort of the desperate, etc., it 
could be a very good service. If | 
could afford it, which I can’t, I 
would like to use such a service. 

‘Strip clubs, peep shows and 
lap dancing all sound pretty 
unsatisfying. I think that they 
would augment sexual frustration 
rather than diminish it. I went to 
the odd strip club in my younger 
days (I am 37) and found them 
seedy and not much fun. Live 
pc rmography 1 would love to 
meet a woman for a meaningful 
relationship. Failing that, which 
has been the case for me for some 
time now, I think that an alterna- 
tive is necessary. It seems stupid 
to me to go to a club with blaring 
music and trv to pick someone up. 
The dating-service thing also 
seems pretty odd. It all seems so 
contrived. If we are going to go 
the contrived route, why not just 
go somew here where sex is 
offered, no one is being exploited 
and we can be up front and honest 
about everything?” 

“I'm 57, married for over 33 
years and have three children in 
their 20s. [...] I can only speak for 
myself. Loneliness is a prompt, 
searching for love is another, but 
usually these needs are only made 
worse when one pays for it. 
“Tired of our hands? Curious 
about what's out there? Maybe, 
but mainly, I’ve paid for it 
because in paying I can make the 
separation between sex and love. 
It doesn’t jeopardize my relation- 
ship with my wife [if she doesn’t 
know about it] and it relieves — 
momentarily, of course — sexual 
frustration, which in my case is 
considerable since my lovely wife, 
my life-time friend, hasn’t wanted 
to make love to me for over a 
year.” 

Part of me wants to ask, “Well, 
why hasn’t your wife wanted to 








make love to you?” Maybe he’s 
tried. A guy quoted in a Marie 
Claire article about why he paid 
for sex said that seven out of 10 of 
his married friends have cheated 
because they weren’t getting it at 
home the way they wanted to. Are 
we that mean? I somehow doubt 
it’s entirely our fault. lf women 
are holding out, depriving men of 
“sexual intimacy and fulfilment,” 
as another guy said, then maybe 
we're not being clear about our 
own sexual needs. One guy I 
talked to about why men pay for 
sex was affronted by the question. 
It was as if I had asked whether he 
thought freedom of speech was a 
bad thing. As if buying sex is a 
God-given right for men. 

Maybe guys do just need that 
physical release more than 
women. As another guy said, “Sex 
is something I need in order to 
function the next day. [Going toa 
prostitute] is purely sexual, and 
that’s what a man needs once in a 
while. I don’t think it’s what a 
woman needs.” 

Or maybe men are more used to 
having their needs met. I get lone- 
ly, too. Why doesn’t it occur to me 
to pay for some attention? I sup- 
pose the fact that this is one of the 
few female-dominated professions 
is no surprise. We're trained from 
an early age to please men, and 
men have grown to expect it. I 
don’t want to deny a guy his 
physical pleasure, nor do I want 
to deny a girl an honest living. 
Obviously this system has worked 
as well as any for a very long 
time. But I can’t help but wonder 
what would happen if there were 
no prostitutes to go to. 

Perhaps sex crimes would rise 
as men acted out their sexual frus- 
tration ina less organized fashion. 
Or maybe some guys would try 
and figure out why they’re not 
getting it the way they want with 
their partner. Maybe some guys 
would learn that you can’t always 
get what you want. Maybe I’m 
just jealous. I'll let you know 
when there are as many women 
paying for sex as men.
